Bring the samples yourself as 
they will need your answers to 
some questions to help Mr. Dixon 
make the fertilizer recommenda¬ 
tions. The soil will be tested for 
lime, phosphate and piotash. The 
analysis will show the amount of 
fertilizer needed. Even if a farm¬ 
er has already bought fertilizer, 
the soil should be tested in order 
to be able to add enough of what 
may be short and avoid over use 
of lime and nitrogen.

Crop Lacked Only 
$110,742 Reaching 
Record 1951 Income 


Morgan county farmers re¬ 
ceived h total of $2,176,554.75 
cash income for their 1952 burley 
tobacco crop, according to a pre¬ 
liminary report of sales based on 
burley checks clearing through 
the Commercial Bank here. A 
total of 3.493 burley checks 
cleared through the local bank 
during the 1952-53 selling season. 

This compares with 3,340 checks 
for a total of $2,287,297.55 for the 
previous year’s crop which was 
the highest-income crop in his¬ 
tory. 

Last year’s crop thus was $110,- 
742.40 under the 1951 crop. The 
decrease was caused by a severe 
drouth last summer and early 
freezes that damaged consider¬ 
able leaf in the barn. 

A complete repiort of last year’s 
burley crop will be available at 
the county PMA office after Ap¬ 
ril 15. showing total acres in 
production, total pounds produced 
and total cash income. 

Last year’s crop, despite the 
drouth and early freezes, brought 
the second highest cash income 
in history. Given hereunder is
